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= H E holy Propher in the Book of the : Proverbs, 
| *poſeth all ſuch as have not learned wiſdome, nor 
all known the knowledge of the holy, with this Queſti- 
>| on: Who hath aſcewded ap into heaven, or deſcend- 
| ed: who hath gathered the wind in his fiſts? who 
Sal bath bound the waters in 4 garment ? who hath eſta- 
&) bliſhed all the ends of the earth * What is his name, 
and what is his SO NS name, if thiucanit tell 2 
To help us herein, the SO N Himſelf did tell us, when hee was 
here upon earth, that > None hath aſcended up to heaven, but hee that 
deſcended from heaven, eventhe Son of man which is in heaven, And 
that wee might not bee ignorant of his »«me, the Prophet 1/aiah 
did long before forerell, that © Ynto #5 4 Childe is born, and unts us 4 
Son is given; whoſe name ſhall bee called Wonderfull, Counſeller, The 
Mighty God, The Everlaſting Father, The Prince of Peace, 

Where, if it bee demanded, how theſe things can ſtand together ? 
rhatthe Sor of man ſpeaking upon earth, ſhould yerart the ſame in- 
ſtant bee in beaven? that the Father of Eternity ſhould bee born in 
time: and that the Mighty God ſhould become a Childe, which is 
the weakeſt ſtare of Man himſelf 2 wee muſt call ro minde, thatthe 
firſt letter of this great Name, is WO NDERFULL. When 
hee appeared of old ro Manoah,his name was Wonderfull, and hee did 
wonderouſly, F»dg.13. 18, 19. But that, and all the wonders that e- 
ver were, muſt give place to the great myſtery of his Incarnation, 
and in.reſped thereof ceaſe to bee wonderfull: for of this work that 
may begverifyed,whiclvis ſpoken of thoſe wonderfull judgements, 
that God brought upon «£zypt ; when hee would 4 ſhew his power, 
and have his name Sechered chroughour all the earth. © Before them 
were no ſuch, neither after them ſhall bee the like. 

Neither the creation of all chings out of nothing,which was the 
beginning of the works of God (thoſe fix working dayes putting 
as it were anend, tothat Tong Sabbath that never had beginning z 
wherein the Father, Son, and holy Ghoſt did infinitely * glorifie 
themſelves and *« rejoyce in the fruition one of another, without com- 
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municating the notice thereof unto any creature) northe ReſurreQi- 


- on from the dead, and the reſtauration of all things, the laſt works 


that ſhall goe before thateverlaſting Sabbath (which ſhall have a be- 
inting, but never ſhall haveend:) neither that firſt, I ſay, northeſe 
aſt, though moſt admirable peeces of work,may bee compared with 
this; whereinthe Lord was pleaſed ro ſhew the higheſt pitch (if 
any thing may bee ſaid tobee higheſt in that which is infinite and ex- 
emprt from all meaſure and dimenſions) of his Wiſdome, Goodnefle, 
Power and Glory. 

The Heathen Chilldeans, to a queſtion pfopounded by the Rin 
of Babel, make anſwer z © that it was a rare thing which hee required, 
and that none other could ſhew it, except the Gods, whoſe dwelling is 
not with fleſh. But rhe ratity of this = ih the contrary to that 
which they imagined ro bee ſo plain: that hee i who #s over all, God 
bleſſed for ,ever, ſhould take our fleſh and dwell , or * pitch his taber- 
nacle with us. T hart as * the glory of God filled the Tabernacle, 
(which was a' figure of the humane nature of our Lord) with ſuch 
a kinde of fulneſſe, that Moſes himſelf was not able to approach un- 
toir z (therein comming ſhort, " as inall things, of the Ford of the 
houſe ) and filled the Temple of Solomon (a type likewiſe » of the bo- 
dy of our Prixce of Peace) 1n » ſuch ſortthar the Prieſts could not en- 
ret therein: ſo y ix him all the fulneſſe of the Godhead ſhould dwell by- 
dity. 
And therefore, it ofthat Temple, built with hands, Solomon could 
ſay with admiration : 4 But will God in wery deed dwell with men on the 
earth ? Behold, heaven and the heaven of heavens can not contain thee 
hiw much liſſe this houſe, which 1 have built ? ofthe true Temple,that 
is not of this building, wee may with greater wonderment ſay with 
the Apoſtle, » Without comroverſie, great is the myſtery of Religion: God 
w4as manifeſted in the fleſh. Yea, was madeof a Woman, and born 
ofa Virgin: a thingſo © wonderfull, that ic was given for a figne 
unto unbeleevers- ſeven hundred and forty yeers before it was accom- 
pliſhed; evena ſigne of Gods ownchooſing,among all the wondersin 
the depth,or inthe heighth above.Therefore the Lord himſelf ſhall give 

Hows. Behold, a Virgin ſhall concerve and bear a Son, and frull call 
his nant Immanuel, Eſa.7. 14. 

A notable wonder indeed, and great beyond all compariſon. That 
the Son of God ſhould bee * made of a Woman, even made of that 
Woman, which vvas » made by himſelf. That her womb then, and 
the * heavens now, ſhould contain him, vvhom y the Heaven of Hea- 
wvetys can not contain. That hee who had both Father and Mother, 
whoſe pedegree is uponrecord even up unto Adam,who inthe fulneſle 
of time vvas brought forth in Bethlehem, and when hee had finiſhed 
his courſe was cut off out of the land of the living at Feruſalem , ſhould 
yet notwithſtanding bee intrurh, that which his ſhadow Melchiſedec 
was onely in the conceite of the mey-of his time, » without Fa- 


.:8. ther, without Mother, without pedegree , having neither beginning of 


dayts nor end of life, That his Father ſhould bec * greater then hee , 
and yet hee his Fathers * equa/, That hee © &, before Abraham was , 
and 
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and yet Abrahams birth preceded his, wel-nighthe ſpace of twothou- 
ſand yeers. And finally, that hee who was Dovide Som ſhould yer 
bee Davids Lord: 4 a caſe which plunged the greateſt Rabbies among 
the Phariſees ; who had not yet learned this wiſdome, nor known this 
knowledge of the holy. 

The untying of this knot dependeth upon the right underſtanding 
of the wondertull conjunction of the divine and humane Nature in 
the unity of the Perſon of our Redeemer.For by reaſon of the ſtri&- * 
neſſe of this perſonall union, whatſoever may bee verifyed of either 
' of thoſe Natures, the ſame may bee truely ſpoken of the whole Per- 
* ſon, from whetherſoever of the Natures it bee denominared. For the 
clearer conceiving whereof, wee may call ro minde that which the A- 
poſtle hathraughr us touching our Saviour. *1n him dwelleth all the 
fulneſſe of the Godhead bodily, thar is to ſay, by ſuch a perſonall and 
reall union,as doth inſeparably and everlaſtingly conjoynthar infinite 
Godhead with his finite Manhood inthe unity of the ſelf-ſame indi- - 
viduall Perſon. C 

Hee in whom thar fulneſſe dwelleth, is the PZR$0 N: that ful- 
nefſe which ſo doth dwellinhim, isthe NATFY RE.. Now there 
dwelleth in him noronely the fulneſſe of the Godhead, bur the ful- 
neſſe of the Aanhoed alſo. For wee beleeve him ro bee: both 
God, begotten of the ſubſtance of his Fathet before all worlds; and 
perfe& Man, made of the ſubſtance of his Mother inthe fulneſſe of 
time. And therefore wee muſt hold, thatthere are rwodiſtin&t N4- 
tares inhim : and two ſo diſtin, thatthey doe nor makeone com- 
pounded nature; bur itil] remain uncompounded and unconfounded 
togehyer: Burt Hee in whom the fulneſſe of the Manhood dwelleth is 
not one, and hee in whom the fulne{ſeofthe Godhead,another : bur 
heein whom the fulneſſe of bothrthoſe natures dwellerh, is one and 
the ſame Immanuel, and conſequently itmulſt bee beleeved as firmly, 
that hee is but one Per ſoy. 

And here wee muſt conſider,that the divine Naturedid not aſſume 
an humane Perſon, bur the divine Perſon did aſſume an humane Na- 
ture: and that of the three divine Perſons, it was neither the firſt nor 
thethird that did aſſumethis Nature; burit was the middle Perſon, 
who was to bee the middle one, that muſt undertake this mediation 
betwixt God and us,which was otherwiſe alſo moſt requiſire,as well - 
for the better preſervation of the integrity of the blefled Triniry in 
the Godhead, as forthe higheradvancement of Mankindeby means 
of thar relation which the ſecond Perſonthe Mediator did:bearenn- 
ro his Father. For if the fulneſle of the Godhead ſhould have thus 
dweltin any humane perſon, there ſhould thena fourth Perſon ne- 
ceſſarily have been added untothe Godhead : and ifany ofthe three 
Perſons,beſide the fecond, had been born ofa woman, there ſhould 
have been two Sons inthe Trinity. Whereas now the Son of God 
and the Son of the bleſſed Virgin, being but one Perſon; is conſe- 
quently but one Son; and ſono alcerationar all made intherclarions 
of the Perſons of the Trinity. a 

Againe, in reſpe& of us, the Apoſtle ſheweth , rthar for this 
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very end * God ſent his own SO N madeof aWoman, that WE might 
receive the adoption of SONS : and thereupon maketh this infe- 
rence; Wherefore thou art uo more 4 ſervant but 4 SON, and if 4 
SON, then an HEIRE of God through Chriſt : intimating there- 
by, that what relation Chriſt hath unto God by Nature, wee be- 
ing found in him have the ſame by Grace. By nature hee-is s the 
onely begotten Son of the Father : bur this is the high grace hee hath 
purchaſed for us; that " as many as rectived him, to them bee gave 
power, or priviledge, to become the Sons of God, even 10 them that be- 
leeve on hs Name. For although hee reſerve to himſelfe the pre- 
heminence, which is due unto him in a * peculiar manner, of be- 
i rhe firſt born among many brethren : yet in him, and for him,the 
re _—_ e by the grace of adoption are all of them accounted as 
-bornes. | 
6 God biddeth Moſes to ſay unto Pharach : * Iſrael is my Son, 
even my firſt born. - And 9 wnts thee , Let my ſon goe, that hee may 
ſerve mee - andif thou refuſe to let him goe;, behola, 1 will ſlay thy ſon,c- 
ven thy firſt bors. And the whole 1ſrael of God,confiſting of Jew and 


' Gencile, is in the ſame ſort deſcribed by the Apoſtle to bee ! the ge- 


nerall aſſembly and Church of the firft born inrolled in heaven. For the 
ſame reaſon that maketh them ro bee Sons, to wir, their incorporati- 
on-into Chriſt, the {elf-ſamealſo maketh them to be firf-bornes:fo as 
(however it fall out by the grounds of our Common Law)by the rule 
of the Goſpel this conſequence will ſtill hold erue; = if children,thes 
heirs, heirs of God and joynt-heires with Chriſt. And ſo much for the 
S O N, the Perſon aſſuming, 

The Natwreallumed, isthe ſeed of Abraham, Heb. 2.16. the ſeed 
of David, Rom. 1.3. the feed of the Woman, Gen. 3.15. che WORD, 
"the ſecond perſon of the Trinity, being ©» made F Z E SH, chat is 
to {ay, r Gods own Son being made of a Women, and ſo becomming 
truely and really 4 the frurte of her wombe, Neitherdid hee rake the 
ſubſtance of our nature onely, bur all the properties alſo and the qua- 
lities thereof :: ſo as it might bee ſaid of him, as it was of - Elias and 
the © Apoſtles ;_ that hee was 4 man ſubjett to like paſcions as wee are. 
Yea hee ſubjected himſclf * 3» the dayes of his fleſhrothe ſame » weak- 
neſſe which we find in our own fraile nature, and was compaſſed with 
like infirmities; and ina word, in all things was made like unto his bre- 
ehren, fin onely excepred. 'Wherein yet wee muſt confider,that as hee 
took upon him, not an humane Perfen,but an humane Nature: fo ir 
was not requiſite hee ſhould rake upon him any Perſoxall infirmities, 
{uch as are, madneſſe, blindeneſſe, lamencfle, and particular kindes 
of diſeaſts,whichare incident to ſome onely and nor ro all men in ge- 
nerall ; burthoſe alone which doe accompany the whole Nature of 
mankinde, ſuch as are-hungring, thirſting, wearineſſe, griefe, paine, 
and morality. | | - 

Weeare further herealſoro obſerve inthis our » Melchiſedec,, that 
as-he had no Mother in regard of one of his natures, ſo he wisto have 
no Father in regard of the other; but muſt beeborn of a pure and im- 
maculate Virgin, without the help of any man: according to that 
EF. ; which 
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which is writen. » The Lord hath created anew thing in the earth: A ' 


woman ſhall compaſſe a man. Andthis alſo was moſt requiſire,as for 
other reſpeRs, ſo for the exemprion of the aſſumed nature from rhe 
impuration and pollution of Adams fin. Fot * fin having bythat ont 
man entred into the world , every Father becommeth an Adam un- 
ro his.childe, and conveyerh the corruption of his nature unto all 
thoſe whom hee doth beget. Therefore our Saviour aſſuming rhe 
ſubſtance of our nature,bur not by the ordinary way of naturall ge- 
neration, is thereby freed from all.rche touch and raint of rhe cor- 
ruption of our fleſh, which by that means onely is propagated from 
the firſt man unto his poſterity. Whereupon, hee being made of man 
but not by man, and ſo becomming the immediate fruit of the wore,

_ and not of the /oyns, muſt of neceflity bee acknowledgedto be * chat * Luk.r.35, 


* HOLT THING, which ſo was born of ſo bleſſed a Mother. Who 
alrhough ſhee were burthe paſſive and materiall principle of which 
that precious fleſh was made, and the holy Ghoſt rtheagent and cf- 
ficient ; yet cannot the man Chriſt Jeſus thereby bee made the Sor 
of his - own Spirit. Becauſe Farhers doe. beger their children our 
of their own ſubſtance : the holy Ghoſt did not ſo, but framed the 
fleſh of him, from whom himſelf proceeded, ouy of the creature of 
them both, » the handmaid of our Lord, whom thence all gene- 
rations ſhall call bleſſed. | | 

Thar blefſed womb of hers was the Bride-chamber, wherein the 
holy Ghoſt did knir that indifſoluble knot berwixrt our humane na- 
ture and his Deity : che Son of Godaſſuming into the unity of his 
perſon that which before he was not ; and yet without change(for 
ſo muſt God ſtill bee ) remaining that which hee was, whereby ir- 
cameto paſſe, thar «this holy thing which was born of her, was indeed 
and in truth to bee calledthe SON of GOD. Which wonderfull 
connexion of two ſo infinitely differing natures inthe uniry of one 
perſon, how it was there effected ; is an inquiſition fitter for an An- 
gclicall intelligence, then for our ſhallow capacity ro look after: ro 
which purpoſe alſo wee may obſerve, that in the fabrick of the Ark 
of the Covenant, *the poſture ofthe faces of -the Cherabimsroward: 
the Mercy-ſeat (the type of out Saviour) was fuch, as would point 
__ ns, that theſe arethe things which the Angels deſire to * ſhoope and 

& into, 

And therefore ler thar ſatisfation, which the Angel gave unto 
the Mother Virgin (whom ir did more ſpecially concern to move 
the queſtion, © How may ths bee ? content us, f The Jy of the High- 
| eff ſhall owverſhadow thee. Foras the formerpare of that ouch may 

informe us, that * with God nothing is ampoſaible: ſo the may 
pur us in minde, that the ſame God having sverſbadowed this my- 
ſtery with, his own vaile, wee ſhould not preſume withrhe men of 
Bethſhemeſh ro look into this Ark of his; leſt for our curioſity wee 
bee ſmitten, as they were. Onely this wee he fay;-and 
muſt firmely hold : that as the diftinion of the Perſons inthe ho- 
ly Trinity, bindreth nor the unity of the Nature of the Godhead, 
although every Perfon' intirely holdeth his-owne —Y 
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ble property; ſo neither doth the diſtinftion of the two Natures 
in our Mediatour any way croſſe the unity of his Perſon, although 
each nature remaineth * intireinir ſelf, and reraineth the properties 
agrecing thereunto, without any converſion , compoſition, commix- 
tion, or confuſion. 

When i Moſes beheld the buſh burning with fire, and yet no whic 
conſumed, he wondred at the fight , and ſaid; 7 will ow turn aſide , 
and ſeethis great ſight, why the buſh is net burnt, Burt when God therc- 
upon called unto him out of the midſt of the buſh, and ſaid, Draw 
zet nigh hither, andtold him who he was ; Moſes trembled, hid his 
face, and durſt nor behold God. Yet, although being thus warned, 
wedare not draw ſo nigh ; what doth hinder burwe may ſtand a- 
loof off, and wonder at this great fight ? * On God.is 4 conſuming 


fire; faith the Apoſtle : and a queſtion wee finde propounded in 


the Prophet. ' Who among us ſhall dwel! with the devouring fire ? who 
amone# us ſhall dwell with the everlaſting burnings * Moſes was not 
like other Prophets, bur = God ſpake unto him face to face , as 
a man ſpeaketh unto his friend : and yer for all that, when hee 
beſoughr the Lord that he would ſhew him his glory , hee recei- 
ved this anſwer, » Thou canſt not ſee my face : for there ſhall ns 
man ſee me, and live. Abraham before him, though a ſpecial * friend 
of God', and the » father of the ffithfull, the children of God, yer 

d it a great matter that he d take upon him ſo much asro 
4 ſpeak unto God, being but duſt\and aſhes. Yea, the very Angels 
themſelves ( » which are greater in power and mizht ) are fain to (co- 
ver their faces, when they ſtand before him, as not being able to 
behold che brightneſle of his glory. 

With whar aſtoniſhment then may wee behold. our duſt and 
aſhes aſlumed into the undivided unity of Gods own Perſon; and 
admitted to dwell here, as an inmatc, under the ſame roofe; and 
yet inthe midſt of thoſe eyerlaſting burnings, the buſh ro remain un- 
conſumed, and to continue freſh and green tor evgrmore? Yea, how 
ſhould not wee with Abraham rejoyceto ſee this day, wherein nor 
onely our nature inthe Perſon of our Lord Jeſus is found to dwell 
for ever inthoſe everlaſting burnings z bur, inand by him, our own 
perſons alſo are broughe ſo nigh thereunto, that * God doth ſer his 
SanRuary and Tabernacle among us , and dwell with us; and (which 
is much more ) maketh us our ſelves to be the » houſe and the * ha- 
bitation, wherein he is pleaſed to dwell by his Spirit, according ro 
that of the Apoſtle, » Tee are the ys. wag theliving God, as God hath 
ſaid, 1 will awell in them and walk inthem, and I will betheir God , and 
they ſball be my people. And that moſt admirable prayer, which our 
Saviour himſelf made unto his Father in our behalf. = 7 pray | for 
theſe alone, but for them alſo which ſhall beleeve on me through theit word : 
that they all may be one,as thou Father art in me, and lin thee, that they alſe 
may be one in us;zhat the world may beleerve that thou haſt ſent me. Tin them, 
and thou in mee , that they may be made perfett in one ; and thai the worll 
may know that thou haſt ſent me, and haſt loved them as thou haſt loved me. 
To compaſſe this conjunction berwixt. God and us , .he that was 

| ro 
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eo be our » JESUS or Saviour, muſt of necefſityalfo be I M M A- 
NUEL, which being interpreted is, God with ws : and therefore 
in his Perfon to be Immanuel, that is, God dwelling with our 
fleſh; becauſe he was by his office ro to be Immanuel , that is, he 
who muſt make God to bear one with us. For this being his proper 
office, tobe » Mediatour between God and men , Ie mit partake with 
borh: and being before all eterniry conſabſtantiall with his Farher, 
he muſt ar che appointed time become likewiſe conſubſtantiall with 
his children. < Foraſmuch then as the children are partakers of fleſh and 
 bloud;, he alſo himſelf likewiſe took part of the ſame, ſaith the Apoſtle. 
| We tead inthe Romane hiſtory , that the Sabines and the Romanes 
joyning battelltogerher, upon ſach an occaſion as is mentioned in 
che laſt chaprer of the book of Fedger, of the children of Bexjamin, 
carching every man a wife of the daughrers of $h/loh - the women 
being daughters to'the one fide, and wives to the other, inter 
ſed rhetnſelves and took up the quarrell : fo that by the mediation 
of theſe, who had a peculiar intereſt it! either fide , aid by whofe 
means this new alliance was contracted berwixt the ttwo adverſe par- 
ties; they who before ſtood upon higheſt tearms of hoſtility, * did 
not onely entertain peace, but alſo joyned themſelves rogether in- 
ro one body, and one ſtate. 

God and we were 9 enemies; before wee were reconciled to him 
bis Son, Hee thav is to be © our peace, and to reconcile us winro God, 
and to ſlay this enmity , muſt have an intereſt in boch the partics 
that are at variance, and have ſucha reference unto either of them, 
that he may bec able ro ſend this comfortable meſſage unto rhe 
ſons of men: * Goe to my brethren, and ſay unto them : I aſceiid un- 
to my Father , and your Father ; and to my God , and your God. For, 
as long as * hee is hot aſhamed to call us brethren, " God is nat 4- 
ſhamed” to bee called our God. And his entring of our ap , In 
his own name and ours, after this manner ; i Behold, 1, and the 
children mhich God hath given mee , is a motive ſtrong enough to 
appeaſe his Father , and ro turn his favourable countenance toward 
us : as on the other fide, when wee become untuly and prove re- 
' bellious children ; no reproofe can bee tore forcible, nor itt- 
ducement ſo prevalent ( if there remaine any ſparke of grace in 
us) to make us caft downe our weapons and yeeld, then this. 
k Doe ye thus requitethe Lord, 0 FOE and unwiſe ? Is not hee 
thy Father that hath bought thee? and bought thee, ! not with corrup- 
tible things, as ſilver and gold, bat with theprecioas blondof his own Son? 

How dangerous a tnatter it isto be at ods with God, old Zh; ſhew- 
eth by this main argument. ® 1f one man fin againſt another , the 
Fdge ſhall judge him. but if a man finne azainſt the Lord , who ſhall 
plead or intreat for him? and Fob, before him. * Heis not 4 man 4s 1 
am, that I ſhould anſwer him , and we ſhould come together in judgment : 
neither is there any Days-wan or Vmpire betwixt tis that might ly is hand 
pon us both, Tfrhisgenerall ſhould admir no manner of exceprion,then 
were we in a wofull caſe, and had cauſe to weep much more then 
S. Fohn did inthe Revelation ; when » none was found i» heaven, wor 
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in earth, nor under the earth, that was able to open the book which he ſaw 
inthe right hand of him that ſate upon the Throne ,, zeither to looke 
thereon. Burt as S. Fohn was wiſhed there, to refrain his weeping, be- 
cauſe r the Lyon of the tribe of Juda, the root of David , had. prevailed to 
open the book, and to looſe the ſeven ſeals thereof : ſo he himſelf elſewhere 
giveth the like comfort unto all of us in this particular. 4 1f any ſin, 
we have an Advocate with the Father, Feſus Chriſt the righteous : and 
he is apropitiation for our fins; and not for ours onely , but alſo for the ſins 
of the whole world. 

For as * there is oxe God, ſo is there one Mediatour betweene God and 
men, the man ra Feſus : who gave himſelf a ranſome for all, andin 
diſcharge of this his office of mediation , as the onely fit umpire to 
rake up this controverſie , was to lay his hand aſwell upon God the 
party ſo highly offended, as upon Mar the party ſo baſely offen- 
ding. Inthings concerning God, the Prieſthood of our Mediatour is 
exerciſed: £ For every high Prieſt is taken from among men, and ordai- 
ned for men in things pertaining to God. The parts of his Prieſtly fun- 
ion are two, Satzsfation and Interceſiion : the former whero! giverh 
contentment to Gods juſtice, the latter ſoliciteth his mercy, for the ap- 

lication of this benefit ro the children of God in particular. Where- 
bh it commeth to paſſe, that God in * ſhewing mercy upon whom 
he will ſhew mercy, is yet for his juſtice no loſer: being both » juf, 
and the juſtifier of him which beleeveth in Feſus. 

By vertue of his 1nterceſſion, our Mediatour * appeareth in the pre- 
ſence of God for us, and »y maketh requeſt for us. To this purpoſe, 
the Apoſtle noteth in the IIIIth, ro the Hebrewes, I. That we have a 
great high Prieſt, that is paſſed into the heavens , Feſus the Son of God. 
(verſ. 14.) IL. That we have not an hich Prieſt which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of four infirmities , but was in all things tempted as we 
are; yet without ſin. (verl. 15.) Betwixt the having of ſuch , and the 
not having of fuch/an Interceſſor , betwixt the heighth of him in re- 
o]ard of the one, and the lowlineſſe in regard of his other nature , ſtan- 
deth the comfort of the poor ſinner. He muſt be ſuch a ſutor asta- 
kerh our caſe to heart: and therefore = 7» all th ings it behoved* him to 
be made likeunto his brethren, that he might be a 5 ny and faith- 
full high Prieſt, In which reſpe& as it was needfull he ſhould par- 
rake with our fleſh and bloud, that he might be tenderly affeed 
unto his brethren : ſolikewiſe for the obtaining of ſo great a ſure, 
it behoved he ſhould bee moſt dear ro God the Father, and have 
ſo great an intereſt in him, as he mig always be ſure to be * heard 
in his requeſts : who therefore could be no other, bur he of whom 
the Father teſtified from heaven, » This is my. beloved Son in whom 
I am well pleaſed. Tr was fit our Interceſſor ſhould be Man , like 
unto our ſelves ; that we might « bs/dly come to him, and find grace 
to help intime of need : It was fir he ſhould be God, that he mighr 
boldly goe ro the Father , without any way diſparaging him ; as 
being his 4 fellow, and © equall, 

Bur ſuch was Gods /ove to juſtice , and hatred to finne , that he 
would not have his juſ:ce ſwallowed up with mercie , nor ſinne 
pardoned

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pardoned without the making” of fir reparation. And therefore gux 
Mediatour muſt nor look to procure for us a fimp/e. pardon with 
out more adge; but muſt be & * propitiatien for our finnes:,: and re- ens 944 
deem us by fine and & ranſowe + and ſo nor. onely: be the maſter of *Jokcs.s a x; 
our requeſts,co intreat the Lordfor us ; bart alſo rake upon him the part — 
of an b Advocate, to plead full ſatisfajon made by himfelt, as. our *:5 
i ſurety,"Unto all the debt» wherewith we.any way ſtood chargeable. Math. 20. 38; 
Now the ſatisfattion which our ſurety bound himſelt to perform —_ 
in our behalfe , was of a double debt. : the principall , and the Tim. x 
acceſſvrie. The principall debt is obedience ro Gods moſt:;hgly Job 33. 24. 
jaw: which man was bound to pay as 2 perpetuall gribure eqhis ; 540% 3% 
Creator , althoughhe had never ſinned , bur, being now by hisawn "I 
default become bankrupr, is not able ro diſcharge inthe leaſt meg- 
ſure. His ſurety therefore being to ſatisfie in his ſtead, none will 
bee found fit ro undertake ſuch-a payment, but he who is both God 
and Man. g'3s | | 
Man it is fit he ſhould bee , becauſe Man was the- party. chat by 
the articles of the firſt Covenant was tyed to this obedicnce ; and 
it was requiſite that, * as by one mans diſobedience many were - Mm» 5 
made ſinners, ſo bythe obedience of one-man likewiſe many ſhould 
be made righteous. Again, ifour Mediatour were onely God, he 
could have performed no obedience (the —_ being free from 
all manner of ſubje&ion:) and it he weye abare man, although he 
had been as perfe& as Adam in his integrity , orthe Angels them- 
ſelves, yer being left unto himſelfe amidft ell che temprations of _ 
Satan and this wicked world, he ſhould be ſubje& rofall, as they 
were: or if he ſhould hold out, as - the ele Angels did ; tharmuſt ' : Tim. y.2t. 
have been aſcribed tothe gr4ceand favour of an other : whereas the 
giving of ſtrict ſatisfation ro Gods juſtire was the thing required in 
. this behalf. Burt now being God, as well as Man, he by his-own = eter. * Heb. 9.14. 
xall Spirit preſerved himſelf withour ſpot : preſenting a far more ſavis- 
factory obedience unto God, then could have poſſibly been performed 
by Adamin his integrity. | an 
For, beſide the infinite difference that was betwixt both their Per- 
ſons, which maketh the aions: of the one "beyond all compariſon 
ro exceed the worth and value of the other : we know that Adam was 
not able to make himſelfe holy ; but what holinefle he had, here- 
ceived from him who created him according to his owne image: 
ſo that whatſoever obedience Adam had performed, God ſhould 
have » eaten bur of the fruit of the vineyard which himſelfe had =: Cor. g. 7. 
planted; and » of his own would all that have been, which could he * 1 Chronic. 
given unto him. But Chriſt did himſelf fanifie chat humane na- 79:74 36: 
rure which he aſſumed, according to his own ſaying, Zoh. 17. 19. «5. 
For their ſakes I ſanttifie my ſelf : and ſo out of his ownpeculiar ſtore 
did he bring forth thoſe precious treaſures'of holy obedience , which 
for the ſatisfa&ion of our debt he was- pleaſed 'ro tender unto his 
Father. Againe , if Adam had »-done all things which-were com- 
manded him , hee muſt. for all that have ſaid : 1 aw uu unprofi- 
table ſervant ,, I have done that which was my duty to doe : wWheve 
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in the voluntary obedience, which Chriſt ſubjefed himſelf unto, the 
caſe ſtood far otherwiſe. 

True it is, that if we rc{pe&him in his humane nature, 4 hu Father 
is greater then he, and he is his Fathers * ſervans : yet in that he ſaid, 
and moſt truly ſaid, that God was his Father, 'the Jews did rightly infer 
from thence , that he thereby made himſelf equall with God, and: the 
Lotd of Hoſts himſelfe hath proclaimed him to bee the mar that 
is his fellow. Being ſuch a man therefore, and ſo highly born , by 
the priviledge of his birth-right, hee might have claimed an ex- 
emption from the ordinary ſervice whereunto all other men are 
tryed : and by being « the Kings Son, have freed himſelf from the 
payment of that tribute which was to be exacted at the hands of 
Strangers. When *the Father brought this his firſt-begotren into 
the-world, he ſaid ; Let all the Angels of God worſhip him : and at the 
very inſtant wherein the Son advanced our natute into the higheſt 
pitch of dignitie , by admitting it into the unity of his ſacred Per- 
ſon” , that nature ſo aſſumed was worthy to be crowned with all 

lory and honour : and he in that nature might then have ſet him- 
af down » at the right hand of the throne of God; tyed to no 
other ſubje&ion then now he is, or hereafter ſhall be, when after 
the end of this world he ſhall have-delivered up the kingdome to 
God the Father. For then alſo,in _ of his aſſumed nature, he = ſhall 
be ſubjett unto him that put all other things under him, 

Thus the Son of God, if he had minded onely his own things, 
might at the very firſt have attained unto the joy that was ſer be- ' 
fore: him : bur * looking on the things of others, he choſe rather to 
come by a tedious way and weariſome journey unto it , not chal- 
lenging the priviledge of a Son, bur taking upon him the form of 4 
mean ſervant. Whereupon in the dayes of his fleſh, hee did nor 
ſerve as an honourable Commander in the Lords hoſt , but as an 
ordinary ſoldier : he made himſelf of wo reputation , for the time as ir 
were * cmptying himſelf of his high ſtate and dignity ; hee humbled 
himſelf, and became obedient untill his death; being content all his 
life long to be Þ made under the Law: yea, ſo farre, that as he was 
ſent « #n the likeneſſe of ſinfull fleſh, ſo he diſdained not to ſubje& him- 
ſelf unto that Law, which properly did concern ſisfwll fleſh. And 
therefore howſoever Circumciſion was by right appliable onely un- 
to ſuch as were * dead is their ſins, and the uncirewmciſion of their fleſh, 
yet he, in whom there was xo body of the ſins of the fleſh to be pur off, 
ſubmitted bimſelf notwithſtanding thereunto : nor onely to teſtifie 
his communion with the Fathers of the old Teſtament ; bur alſo by 


this means to tender unto his Father a bond, figned with his own 
.bloud , whereby he made himſelf in our behalf a debtor unto the 


whole Law. For 1 teſtifie (ſaith © the Apoſtle) to every man that is cir- 
cumciſed, that he is'a debtor to the whole Law. 


In like manner Baptiſme appertained properly unto ſuch as were 
defiled, and had need to have their f ſins waſhed away : and there- 
fore when all the land _—_ and -they of Feruſalem went out 
unto Fohn, they s were all baptized of him in the river Jordan, con- 


feſing 
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feſfing their finnes. Among the reſt came our Saviour alſo: but . 


the Baptiſt conſidering that he had need to be baptized by Chriſt, 
and Chriſt no need ar all to be baprized by him , refuſed to 
give way unto that aQtion; as altogether unbefitting the ſtate 
of that immaculate Lambe of God, who was to take away the 
finne of the World. Yet did our Mediatour ſubmit himſelf ro 
that ordinance of God alſo: not onely to teſtifie his commu- 
nion with the Chriſtians of the new Teſtamens ; bur eſpeci- 
ally ( which is the reaſon yeelded by himſelfe ) becauſe » x 
became him thus to fulfill all righteouſneſſe. And ſo having fulfil- 
ted all righreouſnefle , whereunto the meaneſt man was ryed, in 
the days of his pilgrimage (which was more then he needed tg 
have undergone , it he had reſpeed only himſelf: ) the works 
which he performed were truly workes of ſupererogation, which 
might be put upon the account of them whoſe debt hee under- 
took to ditcharge; and _ pertormed by the Perſon of the 
Son of God , muſt in that reſpe& not onely be equivalent , bur 
infinitely over-value the chem of Adem and all his poſte- 
rity, drach they had remained in their integrity, and conti- 
nued untill rhis houre, inſtantly ſerving God day and night. 
And thus for our main and principall debt of Obedicnce, hath 
our Mediatour given fatisfaQion unto the Juſtice of his Father, 
with. i good meaſure , preſſed down, ſhaken together , and running 
over. , 

Bur befide this, we were lyable unto another debt; which 
wee have incurred by our default , and drawne upon our ſelves 
by way of forfeiture and nomine pens. For as * Obedience is a 
due debt, and Gods ſervants in regard thereof are:truly debters: 
ſo likewiſe is finne a ! debt, and | m debters', in regard of 
the penalty due for the default. And as the payment of rhe debr 
which commeth »omine pene , diſchargeth'not the tenant after- 
wards from paying his yearly rent, which 'of it ſelf would have 
been due, alchough no default had been commirrted :: ſo the due 
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is no ſufficient ſatisfaction for the penalty already incurred: 
Therefore our ſurecy , who ftandeth chargeable wich all our 
debrs;, as he makerh payment for the one by his Ave, ſomuſt 
he make amends for the other by his Paſave obedience : he muſt 
firft = ſuffer, and then enter into his glory, » For it became him, 
for whom are all things , and by whows are all things, in bringing 
many ſens unto glory, to make the Captain of their ſalvation perfets 
(that is, 4 perfect accompliſher of the worke which he had un- 
derraken) through ſufferings. | 

The Godhead 1s of thar infinite perfe&ion , that ir catinot 
poffibly be ſubje& ro any paſſton. He therefore that had no 0- 
ther nature bur the Godhead, 'could not pay ſuch a debr as this; 
the diſcharge whereof conſiſted in ſuffering and dying. It was 
alſo fit, that Gods juſtice ſhould have been fſarisfied in thar 
nature which had cranifeteſſed ; and thar rhe fame nature ſhould 
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ſuffer the puniſhment; that had committed the offence, » Foraſ- 
much then as the children were partakers of fleſh and bloud , he alſo 
himſelf likewiſe took part of the ſame : that through death he might 
deftroy him that had the power of death , that is, the Devil , and 
deliver them who through fear of death were all their life time ſub- 
ject to bondage. Such and ſo great was the love of Godthe Fa- 
ther roward us, that 4 he ſpared not his owns Sonne, but delivered 
him up for us all : and ſo tranſcendent was the love of the Son 
of Godroward the ſons of men , that he deſired not to be ſpared, 
bur rather then they ſhould lie under the power of death, was 
of himſelf moſt willing to ſuffer death for them : which ſeeing 
in thar infinite nature , which by etcrnall generation hee recei- 


ved from his Father , he could not doe , hereſolved inthe ap- + 


inted time to take unto himſelfe a Mother, and out of her 


ubſtance to have a body framed unto himſelf , wherein he might” 


r become obedient unto death, even the death of the croſſe , for our 
redemption. Andrtherefore © when hee commeth into-the world, 
he ſaith unto his Father, A body ha#t thou ftted me, Lo, 1 come 
to doe thy will oO God. By the which will (faith the * Apoſtle) 
wee are ſanttified , through the offering of the body of Feſus Chriſt 
once for all. 

| = we {ce it was neceſſary for the (atisfation ofthis debr, 
that our Mediatour ſhould be Man : but he that had no more 
in him then a Man , could never be able to goe through with 
ſo greata work. For if there ſhould be founda Man as rightc- 
ous as Adam was at his firſt creation, who would be content to 
ſuffer for the offence of others : his ſuffering poſſibly might ſerve 
for the redemption of one ſoul ; it could be no-ſufhcient ran- 
{ome for thoſe » innumerable multitudes that were to be * ze- 
deemed to God out of every kindred, and tongue, and people , and 
natiown. Neither could any Man or Angel beable ro hald our, 
if « puniſhment equivalent to the endlefle ſufferings of all che 
{inners in the world ſhould at once bee laid upon. him. Yea, 
che _ powers of Chriſt himſelf , _ whom » the ſpirit of 
might did reft , were ſo ſhaken in this ſharp encounter , that he, 
who. was the -moſt accompliſht pattern of all fortitude, ſtood 
z ſare amazed, and © with ſtrong crying and tears prayed thar, » if 
it were poſible , the howre might paſſe from him. 

« This man therefore being to offer one ſacrifice for fins for 
ever; to the burning of that facrifice he muſt nor onely bring 
the 4 coals of his love as ſtrong as death, and as ardent as the 
fire which hath a moſt vehement flame, bur he muſt add rhere- 
unto thoſe *« everlaſting burnings alſo, even the flames of his 
moſt glorious Deity :* and therefore * through the eternal Spirit 
muſt he offer himſelf without ſpot unto God; that hereby he mighr 
s obtain for us an 'etermall redemption. The bloud whereby the 
Church .is purchaſed , muſt bee © Gods own bloud: and to that 
end muſt i the Lord of glory be crucified, « the Prince and author 
of life be killed ; he | whoſe etcrnall generation wo man aw de- 
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clare , be cnt off out of the land of the living, and the'man that 
is Gods own fellow be thus ſmitten , according to that vvhich 

God himlſelfe forerold by his Prophet. = Awake, 0 ſword, * Zab.xz:7, 
azainſt my ſhepherd, and againſt the man that is my fellow , ſaith II 
the Lord of hoſts : ſmite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcante- ; 

red, The people of 1ſrael, we read, did fo value the life of 

David their King, that they counted him to be worth » zenxe * 2 Sam.18.3, 
thouſand of themſelves. : how ſhall we then value of » Davids M2243, 
Lord ; » who is the bleſſed and onely Potentate , the King of kings, 7 Tins. Ie. 
and Lord of lords ? It was indeed our nature thar ſuffered ; but he Rev.19.16. 
that ſuffered in thar nature; 9 #s over all, God Bleſſed for ever ; and *N95: 
for ſuch a Perſon to have ſuffered but one houre, was morethen 

if all other perſons had ſuffered ten thouſand millions of years. 

Bur pur caſe alſo ,. that the life of any other ſingular man 
might be equivalent ro all the lives of whole mankind : yer the 
laying down of that life would not be ſufficient ro doethe deed, 
unlefle he that had power 'to lay it down had power likewiſe 
rotakeit up again. For, to be detained always in that priſon » from * Mah, 5.26. * 
whence there is no comming out before the payment of the nttermoſt | 
farthing, is to lie. always under execution , and ro quit the plea 
of thar full payment of the debr wherein our ſurety ſtood en- 
gapged for us. And therefore rhe Apoſtle upon that ground 
doth rightly conclude z that * if Chriſt be not raiſed ,- our faith is : * Coraxg.17. 
waine , we are yet in our finnes : and conſequently , that as he 
muſt be * delivered to death for our offences, ſo he mnſt be r4j- *Rom.4.25, 
ſed again for onr juſtification. 

Yea, our Saviour himſelf , knowing full well what he was 
to undergoe for our ſakes, told us before-hand , that the Com- 
forter whom hee would ſend unto us , ſhould » convince the 
world, that is, fully ſatisfie rhe conſciences of the ſons of men, 
concerning that * everlaſting righreouſneſſe, which was to bee | 
brought in by him, upon this very mo : Becauſe I goe to 
my , Father , and. ye ſee mee no more. For if he had broken pri- 
ſon, and made an eſcape , the payment of che debt, which as 
our ſurety he took upon himfelt, being nor yer ſatisfied; he 
ſhould have been ſeen: here again :-, Heaven would not have held 
him, more then Paradiſe did Adam, after hee had fallen into 
Gods debr and danger. Bur our Saviour raiſing himſelfe from 
the dead, preſenting himſelf in Heaven beforehim unro whom 
the debt was owing , and maintaining his ſtanding there; hath 
hereby given good proof, that he is now 'a free man, and hath 
fully diſcharged that debt of ours for vvhich he ſtood commir- 
red. And this is the evidence we have to fhew of that righ- 
teonſneſſe, whereby we ſtand juſtified in Gods fight : accordi 
co thar of the Apoſile, » Who ſhall lay any thing tothe charge of Gods 1Rom8.33, 
eleft ? It is God that juſtifieth : who is he that condemmneth 2 It & 3+ 
Chriſt that died, yea rather that is riſen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God , who alſo maketh interceſſion for us. 

Now although an ordinary man may eafily part with his life ; 
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yer doth it not lic in his powerto reſume it again at his own will 
; and pleaſure. But he thar muſt docethe turn for us , muſt be able 
;Joh.z0.z7, to ſayas our JESUS did, = 7 lay down my life that 1 might take it 
Je again, No man taketh it from me, but 1 lay it down of my ſelf: 1 
have power to lay it down, and Thave power totale it again: andin 
« Joh.2.19.21. another place ; * Deſtroy this Temple, and in three days I will raiſe 
| it up; ſaith heuntothe Jews , ſpeaking of the Temple of his body. An 
humane nature then he muſt have had, which might be ſubje& 
| ro diſſolution: but being once diſſolved , hee could not by his 
own ſtrength ( which was the thing here neceflarily requi- 
LN red) raiſc it up again; unleſſe he had * declared himielfe to be 
Rom.1-4* the Son of God with power , by the reſurrection from the dead. The 
* Manhood could ſuffer , but not overcome the ſharpneſſe of dearh : 
the Gedhead could ſuffer nothing, bur overcome any thing. He 
therefore that was both ro ſuffer and to overcome dearth tot us, 
- 1 Per.3.33, Muſt be partaker of both natures : thar « being put to death in the fleſh, 

» he might beablealſoroguicker himſelf by his own Spirit. 
And now are wee come to that part of Chriſts mediation, 
«8ph.1.;4 Which concernerh the conveyance of 4 rhe redemption of this par- 
E chaſed poſſeſſion unto the ſons of men. A dear purchaſe indeed, 
which was to be redeemed with no lefſe price then the bloud 
of the Son of God : but what ſhould the purchaſe of a ſtran- 
er bave been to us ? or what ſhould we have been the berrer 
or all this; if we: could not derive our deſcent from the pur- 
chaſer, or raiſe ſome good title whereby we might eſtate our 
ſelves in his purchaſe « Now this was the manner in former 
time in 1ſracl, concerning redemptions : that unto him who was 
*Ruth.3.12-® the next of kinne belonged the right of being © Goel, or the Re- 
400-1347" deemer. And Fob had before thar left this glorious profeſſion 
fJob 19.25, Of his faith unto the perpetuall memory of all poſterity. *f L 
. BP» know that my Goel or Redeemer livith , and at the laſt ſhall ariſe 
upon the duſt ( or, ſtand upon the earth.) And after this my skin 
is fpent z yet in my fleſh ſhall 1 ſee God. Whoms 1 ſhall ſee for my 
ſelf, and mine eyes ſhall behold, and not another tor me. Wherc- 
by we may eaſily underſtand, that his and our Redeemer was 
to be the inviſible God, and yet in his aflumed fleſh made vi- 
fible even to the bodily eyes of thoſe whom he redeemed. For 
if he had not thus aſſumed our fleſh, how ſhould we have been 
of his bloud , or claimed any kindred ro him 2 and unleſle the 
Godhead had by a perſonall union been unſeparably- conjoyn- 


ed unto that fleſh; how 'could he therein have been accounted 
our xext of kinne ? 


® For the better clearing of which laſt reaſon; we miay call to 
* x Cor.15.47, Minde that ſentence of the Apoſtle. s The firſt man ts of the earth 
earthy : the ſecond man is the Lord from heaven, W here, norwithſtan- 
ding there were many millions of men' in the world betwixt 
theſe two; yet we ſee our Redeemer reckoned the ſecond max - 
and why ? but becauſe theſe rwo were the only men who could 
be accounted the prime fountains from whence all the reſt of 
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mankind did derive thcir exiſtence and beeing. For as all menin the 


- world by mean deſcents doe draw their firſt originall from the firſt 


man : 1{o in reſpe& of a more'immediate influence of efficiency 


and operation doe they owetheir beeing unto the ſecond man, as | 


he is the Lord from heaven. This is Gods own language nnto Fe- 
remy, Before I formed thee in the belly, I knew thee; and this is 
Davids acknowledgement, for his part; , i Thy hands. have made 
me and faſhioned me, « thou haſt covered me jm my mother womb : 
1 thou art he that took me out of my mothers bowels: and Fobs, for 
his alſo. = Thy hands have made mee and faſhioned mee together 
round about: thou haſt clothed me with skin and fltſh, and haſt fenced me 
with boxes and ſinews: and the » Apoſtles, for us all : 1» him we 
live, and move, and have our beeing : who inferreth alſo there- 
upon, both that we are the off-ſpring or generation of God , and 
that he is not far from every one of us. This being to be admit- 
red for a moſt certain truth ( notwithſtanding the oppoſition of 
all gain-ſayers ,) that * God doth more immediately concurre 
ro the generation and all other motions of the creature, then a- 
ny naturall agent doth or can doe. And therefore, sf » by one 
mans offence , death reigned by one ; much more they which receive 
abundance of grace and of the gift of righteouſneſſe , ſhall reigne in 
life by one, Feſus _ Conſidering that this ſecond man is 
not onely as univerſall a principle of all our beeings, as was thas 
firſt , and ſo may ſuſtain the common perſon of us all , as well 
as he ; bur is a farre more inmediate agent in the production 
thereof : not, as the firſt, ſo many generations remaved from 
us, bur more neere unto us then our very nex' pr, mg ; 
and in that regard juſtly ro be accounted -our ex: of kinne , e- 
ven before them alſo. 

Yer is not this ſufficient neither : bur there is another kind 
of generation required , for which we muſt be beholding unto 
the ſecond man, the Lord from heaven; before we can have inte- 
reſt in this purchaſed Redemption. For as the guilt, of the firſt 
mays tranſgreſſion is derived unto us by the meanes of carnall 
generation : ſo muſt the benefir of the ſecond mans obedience be 
conveyed unto us by ſpirituall regeneration, And this muſt be 
laid down as a moſt undoubted verity ; that, » except a mpnan be 
born again , hee cannot ſee the kingdome of God ;, and that every 
{uch muſt be 4 born, not of bloud , nor of the wiil of the fleſh , nor 
of the will of man , but of God, Now, as our Mediatour-in -re- 
ſpe& of the Adoption of Sons , which he hath procured for us, 
r is not aſhamed co call us Brethren : ſo-in_reſpe&t of this nevv. 
birth, whereby hee begetterh us ro « ſpirituall and everlaſting 
life , he diſdainerh not ro own us as his Children. © When thou 
ſhalt. make his ſeed an offering for fin , he ſhall ſee his ſeed ; faixh 
the-Propher Eſaias. £ 4 ſeed-shall ſerve him, it ſhall be accoun- 
zed to the Lord for a generation: ſaith his Father David likewiſe 
of him.

9,10, el) wee are to conſider ; that in every perfe& generation, the 
creature produced receiveth two things from- him that doth be- 
get it: Life and Likeneſſe. A curious limmer drawerh his own 
ſons pourtraicure to the life ( as we ſay : ) yer becauſe there is 
no true life in ir, but a likeneſſe onely ; he can not be faid ro be 
the begetrer of his picture, as he is of his Son. And ſome crea- 
rures there be that are bred out of mud or other putrid matter : 
which alchough they have life , yet becauſe they have no cor- 
re{pondence in likenefſe unto the principle from whence chey 
were derived , are therefore accounted to have but an' improper 
and equivocall generation. Whereas in'the- right and proper 
courſe of generation (others being eſteemed but monſtrous birchs 
that ſwarve from that rale ) every creature begetreth his like : 
nec imbellem feroces 
: Progentrant aquila columban. , 
Apotle wo our ſpirituall death and life , theſe- ſayings of 


«x Cor.5.14, the Apoſtle would be rhought upon. 4 We thus judge, that if one 
5. died for all, then were all dead : and that he died for all , that they 
which live, ſhonld not henceforth- live unto themſelves, but unto him 
* Eph. 2.4,5- which died for them and roſe again. © God, who is rich in mercy, 
Es for bis erent love wherewith he loved us, even when we were dead 
f Col, 2. 13- in ſins, hath quickned us together with Chriſt. '* And you being dead 
in your fins , and the uncircumciſion of your fleſh, hath he quickned 
5 Gal. 2.20, + together with him, having forgives you all treſpaſſes. * 1 am cru- 
cified with Chrifs. Neveribileſſ T live, yet mot 1, but Chriſt liveth 
in me: and the life which I now live whe Fs , T live by the faith 
of the Sox of Goa, who loved me and gave himſelf for me, From all 
which we may eaſily gather ,*that if by the obedience and ſut- 
ferings of. a bare man, *though never ſo perfe&, the moſt ſove- 
raign medicine that could be thought upon ſhould have been pre- 
pared 'for the curing of our wounds: yet all would be to no 
purpoſe, we being found dead, when rhe medicine did come ro 
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Our Phyſitian rherefore muſt not onely be able to reſtore us 
| unto 
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unto health , bur unto life ir felfe : which none can doe burrhe 


Father , Son, and holy Ghoſt; one God, bleſſed for ever. To, 


which purpoſe, theſe paſſages of our Saviour alſo are tobe con- 
ſidered. * As the Father hath life in himſelf : ſo hath he. given to 
the Son to have life in himſelf. As the living Father hath ſent me, 
and I live by the Father : ſo he that eateth me, even he (hall live

me, * 1 am the living bread, which came down from heaven ; if -* Ibid, ver.g1, 


any man eat of this bread, he ſhall live for ever : and the bread that 
I will give, is my fleſh , which | will give for the life of the world, 
The ſubſtance whereof is briefly comprehended in this ſaying 
of the Apoſtle : ! The laſt Adam was made 4 quickening ſpirit. 
An Adam therefore and perfe& Man muſt he have been ; thac 
his fleſh, given for us upon the Crofſe , might bee made the 
conduit to convey life unto the world : and 4 quickening ſpirit 
he could not have been, unlefſe hee were God, able ro make 
that fleſh an effectuall inſtrument of lite by the operation of his 
bleſſed Spirit. For, as himſelf hath declared, = 1t 5s the Spiris 
that quickneth; withour it, the fleſh wonld profit nothing. 

As for the point of fimilitude and likenefſe : we read of 4- 
dam, after his fall, that he n begat a ſon in his own likeneſſe, after 
his image : and generally, as well rouching the catnall as the 
ſpirituall generation , our Saviour hath taught us this leſſon, 
; © That which js born of the fleſh , is fleſh; aud that which #s born of 
the Spirizg is ſpirit. Whereupon the Apoſtle maketh this com- 

ion betwixt thoſe who are born of that firſt man, who is 
of the earth earthy , and of the ſecond man , who is the Lord 
from heaven. e Ass the earthy, ſuch are they that are earthy ;, and 
as is the heavenly , ſuch are they alſo that are heavenly : and as wee 
have borne the image of the earthy , we ſhall alſo bear the image of 
the heavenly; We (hall indeed hereafcer -bear irc in full perfe- 
&ion: when 4 the Lord Feſus Chriſt fhall change our baſe body , 
that it may be faſhioned like unto his glorious body ; according tothe 
working , whereby he is able even to ſubdue all things unto himſelf. 
Yer in the mean time alſo, ſuch a conformity is required in us 
unto that heavenly man , that * our converſation muſt be in hea- 
wen, whence we look for this Saviour : and that we muſt put of, 
concerning the former converſation , that old man , which is corrupt 
according to the deceitfull Iuſts, and be renued in the ſpirit of our 
mind ; and put on the new man, which after God is created in righ- 
teouſneſſe and true holineſſe, For as in one particular point of do- 
meſticall authority, * the Max is ſaid to be the image and glory 
of Grd, and the Woman the glory of the Man: ſo in a. more u- 
niverſall manner is Chriſt ſaid to bee » the image of God, even 
x the briehtneſſe of his glory, and the exyreſſe image of his perſon; and 
we » to be conformed to his imaze, that he meht be the firſt-born among 
_ many brethren, who in that reſpe& are accounted = the glory of 
Chriſt, 

We read in the holy ſtory , that God  zook of the ſpirit which 


w4s upon Moſes, and gave it unto the ſeventy Elders, thatthey might 
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bear the burden of the people with him, and: that hee might not 
bear it, Us before hee had done, himſelf alone. Ir may bee, his 
burden being thus lightned, the abilities thar were left him for 
government were not alrogether ſo great, as the neceſſity of his 
former imployment required them to have been: and in thar re- 
gard , vvhar vvas given to his aſſiſtants, might perhaps bee ſaid 
to bee taken from him. But weeare ſure the caſe was otherwiſe 
in him of whom now wee ſpeak : unto whom » God 4jd nor thus 
give the Spirit by meaſure. And therefore alchough ſo many mil- 
lions of beleevers doe continually receive this < ſapply of the Spi- 
rit of Feſws Chrift ; yet neitheris that fountain any way exhau- 
ſted, northe plenitude of that well-ſpring of grace any whit im- 
paired or diminiſhed: ir being Gods pleaſure, 4 That in him ſhould 
all fulneſſe divell;, and that © of his fulneſſe all wee ſhoutd: receive, 
grace for grace. That as inthe narutall generation therc is ſuch a 
correſpondence in all parts berwixt the begetter and the Infanc 
begotten; thar there is no member to bee ſecn in the Father, bur 
there is the like anſwerably ro bee found in the Childe,although 
in a farre leſſe proportion, fo it falleth out in this ſpiritual, 
char for every grace which in a moſt eminent manner is found in 
Chriſt, alike grace will appeare in Gods Childe,although ina far 
inferiour degree; fimilitudes and likeneſſes being defined by the 
Logicians to bee compariſons made in quality, and nor in quan- 
tity. , 

Wee are ye. further rotake it into our confideration,' rhar by 
thus enlivening and faſhioning us according to his own image, 
Chriſts purpoſe was not to raiſea ſeed unto himſelf diſperſedly 
and diſtractedly, but ro * gather together in one, the Children of 
God that were ſcattered abroad, yea and to » bring all unto one head 
by himſelfe, both them which are in Heaven and them which are on 
the Farth, That as inthe Tabernacle, » the vail divided between 
the Holy place and the moſt Holy ; but the curtaines which covered 
them both were ſo coupled together with the taches,that ir mighe 
ſtill i bee one Tabernacle : fo the Church Militant and Triumphant, 
typified thereby, though diſtant as farre rhe one from the other 
as Heaven is from Earth, yet is made but one Tabernacle in Je- 
fas Chriſt, * 77» whom all the building fitly framed togtther grow- 
th unto an holy Temple in the Lord, and in whom all of 1s are Tuild. 
ed together for an habitation of God through the Spirit. 

The bond of this myſticall union berwixt Chriſt and us (as 
| elſewhere hath more fully been declared) is on his part that 
m quickning Spirit,which being in him as the Head,is from thence 
diffuſed to the ſpirituall animation of all his Members : and on 
dur part " Faith, which is the prime a&of life wrought in thoſe 
who are capable of underſtanding by that ſame Spirit, Both 


' whereof muſt bee acknowledged to bee of ſo high a nature, that 


none could poſſibly by ſuch ligatures knit up. ſo admirable a bo- 
dy, but heethart was God Almighty. And therefore alchough 
wee did ſuppoſe ſuch a man might bee found who ſhould ___ 
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the Law for us, ſuffer the death that was due ro our offence and 
overcome it ; yea, and whoſe obedience and ſufferings ſhould be 
of ſuch value, that it were ſ#f+ciext for the redemption of the 
whole, world : yet could it not be effzcient to make us live by faith, 
unleſſe that Man had been able ro {end Gods Spirit to apply the 


ſame unto us. 
Which as no bare Man or any other Creature whatſoever can 


doe; ſo for Fath wee are taught by $.9 Paul, that it is the ope- 
ration of God, and a work of his power, even of that ſame power 
wherewith Chriſt himſelf was raiſed from the dead. Which is 
the ground of that prayer of his, thatthe » eyes of our underſtan- 
ding being enlightned, wee might know what s the exceeding great- 


neſſe of his power to us-ward who beleeve , according to the oy f 


0 
his mighty power, which hee wrought in Chriſt when hee raiſed him 
from the dead, and ſet him at his own right hand in the beavenly pla- 
ces, far above all Principality, and Power, and Might, and” every 
Name that is named not onelyinthis World, but alſo in that to come : 
and hath pt all things under his feet, and gave him tobee head over 
all things to the Church , which is his body, the fulneſſe of him that fil- 
leth all 3n dll. | 

Yetwas it fit alſo, that this Head ſhould bee of the ſame na- 
etire with the Body which is knit untoit: and therefore that hee 
ſhould fo bee God, as that! hee might partake of our Fleſh like- 
wiſe. 4 For wee are members of his body,” (ſaith the ſame Apoſtle; 
of his fleſh, and of his boxes. And, * except yee eat eſh of the 
Son of man, ſaith our Saviour himſelf, and drink his blood, yee 
have x0 life in yow. © Hee that #ateth my fleſh, and drinketh my 
blood, dwelleth in mee, and 1 in him. Declaring thereby, firſ,chat 
by this myſticall and ſupernaturall union, wee are as truely con- 
4 wx with him, as the meate and drink wee rake is with us 
when by the ordinary work of Nature, -it is converted into our 
own ſubſtance. S$e-oxdly, that this conjundion is immediately 
made with his h e nature. Thirdly, that the * Lamb ſlaine, 
that is, » Chrift cracified, hath by that death of his, made his 


fleſh broken, - and his blood pawred our for us upon the- Croſſe, 


to bee fit food for the ſpirituall nouriſhment of our ſoules; andthe 
very - well-ſpring from whence, by the power of his Godhead, all 
life and grace is derived unto us. 

Upon this ground it is, that the Apoſtle telleth us, that wee 
x have boldneſſe to entey into the Holyeſt by the blood of Feſus z, by 4 
new and living way which hee hath conſecrated far ws throagb the waile, 
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that is to ſay, his fleſh, That as .in the Tabernacle, there was no 


paſſing. from the Holy rothe moſt Holy place, but by the vaile: 

ſo now there is no pafſagero bee looked tar from the Church Mi- 

litant roche Church Triumphant , butby.the fleſh af him, who 

hath faid of himſelf, » 1 a» the way, the truth and the life, no min 

commeth unto the F ather but by mee. Jacob in his dre:m beheld - « 

ladder \ fet upon the Earth, the x4 whereof reached ta Heaven, and the

Angels of God aſcending and deſcending on it, the Lord himfelf fan- 
| ding 
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ding above it, Of which viſion none can give a better interprera- 
tion then hee, who was prefigured therein,&ave unto Nathaniel. 

2 Hereafrer you ſhall "ſee Heaven opened, and the Angels of God aſcen- 
ding and deſcending upon the Son of man. W hence wee may well 
colle&, that the onely meanes whereby God ſtanding above, and 
his 1/rae/ lying herebelow are conjoyned together, andthe onely 
ladder vyuhereby Heaven may bee ſcaled by us, is the Sonof mar, 
therype of whoſe fleſh, the weile, vyas therefore commanded to 
bee » made vvith Cher#bims; to ſhevv that wee come « to ap #n- 
n«merable company of Angels, when wee come ro Feſws, the Media- 
tour of the New Teſtament : who as the Head of the Church hath 
power to 4 ſend forth all thoſe miniſtring ſpirits, to miniſter for them 
who ſhall bee Heirs of ſalvation. 

Laſtly, wee areto take into our conſideration, that as in things 
concerning God, the main execution of our Saviours Priefthood 
doth conſiſt ; ſo inthings concerning man, hee exerciſeth borh his 

Propheticall Office, whereby hee openeth the will of his Father 
unto us, and his Kiely, whereby hee ruleth and prote&teth us. 
It was indeed a part of ©the Prieſts office in the Old Teſtamenr, 
ro inſtruct the people in the Law of God, and yer were * they 
diſtinguiſhed from Prophets: like as in the New Teſtament alſo, 
s Prophets as well as Apoſtles, are made a different degree from or- 
dinary Paſtoursand Teachers, who received not their dodrine by 
immediate inſpiration from Heaven; as thoſe other » Holy men of 
God did, who ſpake as they were moved by the holy Ghoſt. W hence S. 
Paul purteth the Hebrews in minde, that God who i i» ſundry parts 
and in ſundry manners ſpake in time paſt unto the Fathers by the Pro- 
phets, hath in theſe laſt dayes ſpoken unto us by his Son Chriſt Jeſus : 
whom therefore, hee ſtileth * zhe Apoſftle,as vvell as the High Prieſt 
of our _—_ } who was. faithfull to him that appointed him, even 
as Moles was in aff his houſe. 

Now Moſes, wee know, had a ſingular preheminence above all 
the reſt of the Prophets : according rothat ample teſtimony which 
God himſelf giveth of him. ! 1f there bee a Prophet among you, 
T the Lord will make wy ſelf known unto him in a viſion, and will 
ſpeak unto him in a dream, My ſervant Moſes is not ſo, who is 

aithfull in all mine houſe : with him will T ſpeak mouth to month, e- 


_ wen apparently , . and not in dark ſpeeches ;, and the ſimilitude of the

S. Paul profeſſeth of himſelf, that hee © Jaboured more abundant- 
ly then all the reſt-of the Apoſtles : yet not 7,faith hee,but the grace 
of God which was with wee. And therefore although * according to 
that grace of God which was given unto him, hee denyeth not bur 
that, 4-4 wiſe Maſter-builder, hee had laid way eres yet hee 
acknowledgeththat they upon whom hec had wroughr,were Gods 
building, as well as Gods hmbandry. ' For who, ſaith « hee,is Paul, 
and who us Apollo, but Miniſters by whom you beleeved, even as the 
Lord gave to every man? I have planted, Apolto watered: but God 
ave theincreaſe, $0 then,neither us hee that planteth any thing neither 
bs that watereth : but God that giveth the increaſe. | 
Two things therefore wee finde in our great Propher, which doc 
farreexceedthe ability ofany bare Man and ſo doe difference him 
from all the * Holy Prophets, which have been ſince the World began. 
For firſt, wee are taught; that 'i #0 man knowerh the Father, ſave 
the Son, and hee to whomſoever the Son will reveale him: and that 
k yoman hath ſeen God at any time; but the only begotten Son, which 


is inthe boſome of the Father, hee bath declared him. Beingin his . 


boſome, heeis become conſcious of his ſecrets, and ſo our of his 
own immediate knowledge, -inabled to diſcoverthe whole. will of 
his Father-untous, Whereas alother Prophets and Apoſtles receive 
their revelations at the ſecond hand, and according to the grace 
ven umo them'by the Spiric of Chriſt. Witneſſe that place of 
. Peter, forthe Prophets : ! of which ſalvation the Prophets have 
enquired,” and ſearched diligently , who propheſied of the grace that 
ld come unto you; fn what or what manner of time THE SPI- 
RIT OF CHRIST WHICH WAS IN "THEM 4id ſtenifee, 
when it reſtified beforthand the ſufferings of Chriſt, and the glory that 
ſhould follow. And forthe Apoſtles, thoſe heavenly words which 
our Saviour himſelf. uttered unto them, whilſt hee was among 
them. ' When the Spirit of Truth is come, hee will ouide you into 
all truth : -for hee hall wot ſpeak- of himſelf, but whatſoever hee ſhall 
hear that ſhall hee ſpeak ; and hee will ſhew you things tocome. Hee ſhall 
glorifie mee : for hee ſhall receive of mine,and ſhew it unto you.

Secondly, all other Prophets and Apoſtles can doeno more ( as 
hath been ſaid) but plant and water, onely God can give the in- 
creaſe: they may reach indeed and bap:ize, but unlefle Chriſt 
were with them by the powerfull prefence of his Spirit,they would 
not beeable to ſave one ſbule by that Miniſtery of theirs.

And as a blinde man is not able ro conceive the diſtin&ion of co- 
lours, although the skilfulleſt man alive ſhould uſe all the art hee 
had toteach him; becauſe hee wanterth the fenſe whereby thar ob- 
ject is diſcernible : ſo © the naturatl man perceiverh not the things of : Coria. 14. 
. the Spirit of God ( for they are fooliſhneſſe unto him) neither can hee 

know them, becauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned, Whereupon the 

Apoſtle concludeth, concerning himſelt and all his fellow-labour- 

ers; that t God who commanded the light to = out of darkneſſe, :, Cor.4.6.7. 
hath ſhined in onr hearts , to give the light of the knowledge of the glp- 

ry of God, in the face of Feſus Chriſt : but wee have this treaſure in 

earthen weſſels , that the excellency of the power may bee of God,and not 

of «. Our Mediatour therefore (who mult » bee able to ſave them « Hicb.z.25. 
to the uttermoſt that come unto God by him) raay not want the excellex- 

cy of the power, whereby hee may make us capable of this high 
knowledge of the thingyof God, propounded unto us by the mi- 

niſtery of his ſervants : and conſequently, in this reſpe&alſo,muſt 

beeGod as well as May.
